Tran Van Tuyen, admitting the validity o % ' this objection,* pointed 
out the urgency of the natter and stated it had not been possible ip summon 
a more widely represented ive group. lie also denied the meeting had been 
called merely to endorse decisions reached by the covnittee of Couth Vietnam.
